REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests silicone rubber 
composite particles comprising silicon rubber particles A whose surfaces are covered 
with silicone rubber particles B of smaller sizes than the sizes of particles A. The prior 
art references, namely the Inokuchi patent (US 5,538,793) and the Japanese 
publication JP 07-196815, teach silicone rubber particles coated with silicone resin 
particles but not silicone rubber as required in the instant claims. As shown in the 
instant specification, Practical Examples are composite particles made according to the 
claimed invention, and Comparative Examples are composite particles comprising 
silicone rubber particles and a coating of silicone resin particles as according to the 
Inokuchi patent and JP'815. The composite particles according to the claimed invention 
(i.e. Practical Examples) exhibit lower viscoelasticity, higher oil absorption and lower 
repose angle than those of particles of prior art references (i.e. Comparative Examples) 
as shown in Tables 2 and 3, which translate into better flowability and dispersibility.
